Hemsworth Hacks in Blackhat 


Director Michael Mann has always had a soft spot 
for smart crooks: Think James Caan’s burglar in 
Thief, Robert De Niro’s bank robber in Heat, and 
Dustin Hoffman’s schemer on HBO’s Luck. In 
Blackhat (out Jan. 16), he digs into the dangerous 
matrix of 21st-century crime, where hackers can 
harm the world with a single keystroke. “I was 
fascinated when I started reading about Stuxnet,” 
says Mann, referring to the potent 2010 computer 
worm. “It’s like a self-seeking drone missile that 
when it hits a target, nobody around the target 
knows it’s been hit until way after the damage has 
occurred. So that started to feel like it’s coming at 
us from the world we now live in.” 

Chris Hemsworth plays Hathaway, a jailed 
“olackhat” (a.k.a. criminal) hacker who’s offered 
a deal from the feds: If he can catch the ghost 
hacker who melted down a Chinese nuclear- 
power plant, he’ll walk away from his 15-year 
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sentence. The mission takes him to various 
Asian locales, where he teams up with a former 
classmate from MIT (Wang Leehom) and his 
sister (Tang Wei). 

“T started researching it two years ago in 
Washington, and everything you read about in the 
papers today was knowable then,” says Mann, 
who’s famous for his meticulous preproduction 
preparation. “I was stunned by how porous 
[online security] is and people walk around oblivi- 
ous to how vulnerable all our systems are.” 

But this isn’t a movie about Thor simply 
typing at a keyboard. “What interests me is how 
very interesting people do what they do when 
they’re really good at it,” says 
Mann. “The contest between 
Hathaway and the man he’s 
going after...is terrific stuff.”

- THE AMAZINGLY BORING 
SUPERHERO SUMMER! 


Comic-book movies can be awesome, but this year they lost the 
thrill ofthe new. Where’s the Dark Knight when you need him? 


UCY IS A SUPERHERO 

movie that doesn’t know it’s a 

superhero movie, so it’s the 

most interesting superhero 

movie of the year. Lucy’s 

“origin story” is a kick to her 
stomach and a zero-gravity seizure, 
and in one scene Scarlett Johansson 
scarfs down a bunch of blue rocks 
like her life depends on it. (Lucy pays 
homage to 2001: A Space Odyssey and 
Michelangelo’s The Creation of Adam— 
at the same time.) Without mythology 
to reference or fandom to service, 
Lucy is free to surprise you. 

“Surprise” is something comic-book 
movies used to do. Think of The Dark 
Knight, filtering Batman Begins’ epic 
sweep into a Michael Mann- 
inflected scuzz-pulp crime 
thriller. Or The Avengers, trans- 
forming a Mega-Icon Mash-up 
into a delicate, delirious work- 
place sitcom. Back in April, Cap- 
tain America: The Winter Soldier 
sure looked like something new: 
a spy thriller sequelized from a 
war movie. Yet I’m hard-pressed 
to say what actually surprised 
me. Black Widow and Captain 
America almost had a thing, 
didn’t. Nick Fury almost died, 
didn’t. Deck chairs were almost 
rearranged, weren't. 

Then came summer’s two big 
superhero films: X-Men: Days of 
Future Past and The Amazing 
Spider-Man 2, both adapted from 
decades-old comic-book plots. 
X-Men felt like one of Irwin

Allen’s 1970s disaster films: a goofy romp 
classed up by stars paychecked into an 
attention-deficit cameo carousel. So 
what if you knew that nobody would 
stay dead? The ride was fun. 
Amazing 2 sure wasn’t. Marc Webb 
shot his reboot sequel on glorious 
35mm film, making it the most beauti- 
ful regurgitation in history. Again with 
the Green Goblin? Again with the 
bridges? The first Spider-Man trilogy 
ended in 2007, when Andrew Garfield 
was only half a decade too old to play a 
teen. Now he’s, like, 57, and it’s still 
unclear why this franchise exists— 
besides money. That’s the problem. 
Even when they’re mediocre, super- 
hero movies rake in serious bank. 


Amazing 2 “underperformed” at 
$700 million worldwide (which, 
incidentally, is also how much the 
Big Bang Theory cast made while you 
were reading this sentence). So being 
even mildly critical of this genre can 
sound like haterade-spewing contrari- 
anism. In which case, let me be clear: 
I don’t hate superhero movies, and I 
don’t hate sequels. (Hell, I’m the weirdo 
who loves The Wolverine.) But I do hate 
repetition. You want a character, a 
twist, a moment that feels new. You 
want Robert Downey Jr. tossing out 
decades of comic-book history, burning 
the secret-identity rule book, and glee- 
fully admitting, “I am Iron Man.” 

Which leads us to Guardians of the 
Galaxy, already the highest- 
grossing movie ever to feature a 
raccoon’s drunken existential 
breakdown. The film is filled 
with wonderful surface-level 
pleasures: Vin Diesel the Talking 
Tree! Michael Rooker! A cool 
green lady exclaiming, “We’re 
just like Kevin Bacon!” But 
Guardians is also a strange inver- 
sion of Lucy. It’s a non-superhero 
movie that thinks it’s a super- 
hero movie. So the characters 
team up, and they self-discover, 
and they learn the value of 
friendship—it’s like watching a 
Robert Aldrich movie devolve 
into Care Bears. That may not 
be genre-shattering. It may not 
even be all that new. But you 
gotta give them this: I’ll bet 
you didn’t see it coming. m

ago in London’s West End— 
and never forgot about it. “The 
moment that production ended, 
I thought, ‘How can we do this 
again?’” says the boyish 31-year- 
old. “Broadway is great, but if 
we have to do it in some garage 
in the middle of nowhere, I’d be 
happy doing it there, too.” Culkin 
admits a kinship with his char- 
acter, Dennis, an enterprising 
and quick-to-quarrel drug dealer 
with far-reaching goals. “One of 
the reasons why I don’t work all 
that often is I don’t often click 
with things, so I’m always look- 
ing for some other job—maybe 
not even acting—that will click,” 
he says. “After this I can, I don’t 
know, quit acting, or have chil- 
dren, or start whatever the next 
phase of life is supposed to be.” 
Or, he jokes, find another play to 
occupy the next decade. 


The kids are taking over the Great White Way. Since its first production 
in 1996, Kenneth Lonergan’s caustic comedy This Is Our Youth has attracted 
the likes of Jake Gyllenhaal, Anna Paquin, and Mark Ruffalo. And on Sept. 11, 
the three-person play about wealthy teens in early-’80s Manhattan makes 
its Broadway debut with a new trio of stars. Kieran Culkin, Tavi Gevinson, 
and Michael Cera, fresh off a trial run at Chicago’s Steppenwolf Theatre, 
tell EW how their lives led them to This.

She founded 
a fashion blog at 11 and the online 
magazine Rookie at 15, and she 
made her film debut in last 
year’s Enough Said. “T love acting, 
but I really like that it’s just one 
thing I do,” says Gevinson, now 
18, who workshopped another 
play at Steppenwolf before land- 
ing the role of prickly fashion 
student Jessica. “I’ve reconciled 
that by looking to people like 
Susan Sontag or Kanye West, 
who have refused to be limited 
in any way.” For the budding 
lifestyle mogul, one draw of the 
stage is face time with her young 
fans. “It’s wonderful that critics 
have liked it,” she says, “but the 
litmus test for any art form is 
if a bunch of teenage girls like it, 
because that’s the most pure 
love there is.” 


MICHAEL CERA 


Theater wasn’t on the 

Arrested Development star’s 
mind until Culkin, whom Cera 
met while shooting 2010’s Scott 
Pilgrim vs. the World, persuaded 
him to read the play. “It was never 
a goal of mine until Kieran 
brought it up, and suddenly I could 
see what the joy would be to doa 
show like this for an extended 
period of time,” says the actor, 
26, who immediately gravitated 
toward Warren, a self-destructive 
teen who flees home when he 
steals $15,000 from his cruel 
tycoon father. After appearing 
with Culkin in a brief run of the 
play in Australia in 2012, Cera 
grasped the electricity of live 
performance. “You can’t do this 
automatic self-review thing you 
do on movie sets, where you do a 
take and run it back in your head.

NOBODY, IT’S FAIR TO SAY, had a faster brain than Robin 
Williams. To see him on stage was to witness a kind of 
manic magical mayhem—an avalanche of improvisa- 
tion, a fusillade of funny. “Robin was a lightning storm of 
comic genius,” said Steven Spielberg. “Our laughter was 
the thunder that sustained him.” 

The laughter stopped on the morning of Aug. 11, when 
the Oscar-winning actor, 68, was discovered unrespon- 
sive at his Northern California residence in what the 
Marin County coroner’s office initially called “suicide 
due to asphyxia.” Williams had been battling severe 
depression, according to his publicist, and his CBS 
sitcom The Crazy Ones had recently been torpedoed by 
mixed reviews and lackluster ratings. Long suspected 
of suffering from bipolar disorder—which Williams 
himself neither confirmed nor denied—the actor had 
survived decades of substance abuse, anxiety, rehab 
stays, and relapses.

The World According to Garp 


We like to pigeonhole actors. It 
makes our lives easier...even if 

it doesn’t make it very easy for 
them. So yes, Robin Williams 

was a comedian. But even in the 
freaky, far-out world of Mork & 
Mindy—the sitcom that made him 
a star—he always seemed too 
smart, too fast, too uncontainable 
to stay put for very long. Williams 
was too big for the small screen; 
what none of us knew, though, 
was just how much he would 

be able to do once he segued 

into movies. 

The first taste most of us got 
of the other Robin Williams—the 
one who made a career of defying 
easy categorization—was in 
1982's The World According to 
Garp. It’s my favorite of his 
movies—and it’s funny. But it was 
comedy in a key he hadn’t played 
before. It’s whimsical, weird, 
idiosyncratic, humane, charming, 
and sad. Deeply sad. Based on 
John Irving’s best-selling novel, 
the film chronicles the unlikely 
life of T.S. Garp, his relationship 
with his smothering prep-school- 
nurse mother (a fabulous 
Glenn Close), and his eventual 
frustrations as a struggling 
writer, husband, and father. 

Through every stage of his 
life—from when the T.S. stands 
for “Terribly Shy” to “Terribly 
Sexy” to “Terribly Sad”—Williams 
managed to give Garp a hopeful 
optimism and heartbreaking 
sense of melancholy without 
slipping into clown-crying-on-the- 
inside clichés. It’s all the more 
remarkable considering it was his 
first dramatic film role. Williams 
left us with dozens of memorable 
performances—many of which 
we'll rewatch in the coming 
days and weeks. For me, Garp 
is where | plan to start. And, 
more likely than not, also end up.

News of his death sent a paroxysm of 
grief rippling through Hollywood. “We 
have lost one of our most inspired and 
gifted comic minds, as well as one of this 
generation’s greatest actors,” Mrs. Doubt- 
fire director Chris Columbus said in a 
statement. Williams was, in the words of 
Night at the Museum director Shawn Levy, 
a “true and forever one of a kind.” 

Williams exploded out of the stand-up 
world in 1978 as the star of the ABC series 
Mork & Mindy, playing an extraterrestrial 
on assignment, as it were, on Earth. The 
show made him, and his character, a 
national sensation, but success came with 
a cost. Throughout the late ’70s and early 
’80s, Williams wrestled with cocaine 
addiction and alcohol abuse. “Cocaine for 
me was a place to hide,” he told PEOPLE 
magazine in 1988. “Most people get hyper 
on coke. It slowed me down.” But he quit 
cold turkey in 1982, after his close friend 
John Belushi died of a drug overdose. 

Clean and sober, Williams became a 
cultural lodestar, churning out hits that 
endeared him to fans (Good Morning, 
Vietnam, Aladdin, Mrs. Doubtfire) and 
dramatic films that impressed critics (The 
World According to Garp, Dead Poets 
Society). Over his career, his films raked in 
more than $5 billion worldwide, and his 
1997 performance in Good Will Hunting

Williams’ golden period began with this film, 
loosely based on real-life Air Force DJ Adrian 
Cronauer.

earned him an Oscar for Best Sup- 
porting Actor. 

But after abstaining from alcohol 
for more than two decades, Williams 
succumbed to temptation—a bottle 
of Jack Daniel’s—on a movie set in 
Alaska in 2008. His drinking esca- 
lated out of control again, and three 
years later he checked himself into a 
rehabilitation clinic. “It’s just literally 
being afraid,” Williams told the U.K’s 
Guardian newspaper in 2010 about his 
relapse. “And you think, ‘Oh, this will 
ease the fear’ And it doesn’t.” So what 
exactly was he afraid of? “Everything. 
It’sjust a general all-around arggghhh. 
It’s fearfulness and anxiety.” 

A prolific workaholic who once 
made eight films in a two-year period 
(“He could not help but be funny all the 
time,” said Ben Stiller, who costarred 
in all of the Night at the Museum films 
with the actor), Williams attended weekly Alcoholics Anonymous meet- 
ings but admitted that his substance abuse and, moreover, the emo- 
tional roller coaster of sobriety had taken their toll on his marriages. He 
divorced twice, at an estimated cost of more than $20 million. “Divorce 
is expensive,” he joked to Parade magazine last year. “It’s ripping your 
heart out through your wallet.” Indeed, the expense of his second 
divorce had compelled him to return to television in 2013. 

Despite the front-loaded humor of Williams’ roles, his work often 
betrayed a deep loneliness. Time and again, he portrayed men who

Last month, Williams 
reportedly checked himself 
back into rehab at Minnesota’s 
Hazelden Foundation to “fine- 
tune and focus on his contin- 
ued commitment” to sobriety, 
his spokeswoman said. 

He had recently wrapped 
his final performance as Teddy 
Roosevelt in the third install- 
ment of the hit Night at the 
Museum franchise (due out 
Dec. 19) and had signed on to 
reprise his beloved role as 
Mrs. Doubtfire in a sequel to be 
directed by Columbus. But the 
work, it would seem, could not 
sustain him. The actor leaves 
behind his third wife, Susan 
Schneider, and three adult chil- 
dren: Zak, Zelda, and Cody.

In the funereal hush of a candlelight vigil crawling with TV crews, 
police detectives, and somber neighbors, Nick Dunne (Ben Affleck) is 
about to address the crowd regarding the disappearance of his wife, 
Amy (Jack Reacher’s Rosamund Pike). He has quickly become the prime 
suspect, so his goal here is to appear grief-stricken and slip out of the 
glare of guilt. He will fail. “I may not behave the way the cameras want 
me to,” he says. “If you need to mock somebody, mock me. But please 
don’t turn this investigation into a circus.” 

“Where's your wife, Nick?!” a voice shouts from the dark. “What did 
you do to your pregnant wife?!” 

Gone Girl, Gillian Flynn’s blockbuster novel, burst into the public con- 
sciousness in 2012, polarizing readers with its bleak view of modern love 
and America’s criminal justice system, as well as its jaw-dropping third- 
act reveal. The film, directed by David Fincher (Fight Club, The Social 
Network), presents the story as dueling narratives: a clammy crime pro- 
cedural mixed with flashback scenes of a marriage going straight to hell. 

In the book, Nick and Amy’s fairy-tale romance unfolds in an 
intoxicating swirl. Until, that is, the characters lose their New York 
City magazine jobs and are 
forced to relocate to Nick’s 
Missouri hometown, where 
individual resentments 
calcify into hostility. Nick is 
revealed to be hot-tempered 
and self-absorbed: a has- 
been with no small number 
of shameful secrets, quick 
with a well-timed lie. Mean- 
while, Amy—a Big Apple 
glamour girl with a Harvard 
degree who assiduously

chronicles her bend-over-back- 
ward homemaking attempts in 
her diary—never acclimates to 
small-town America. 

So when Amy vanishes in a 
flourish of broken glass and 
mysterious arterial splatter 
on the couple’s fifth wedding 
anniversary, Nick becomes the 
investigation’s central person of 
interest. His alibi is shaky at 
best, while Amy’s diary, discov- 
ered by police, paints him as 
increasingly desperate. But in 
the absence of a corpse, it’s 
uncertain whether Amy is dead 
or just...gone. 

For Fincher, who screened a 
few scenes from the film for EW, 
the project provided more than 
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GONE GIRL 


an opportunity to play with a prestige potboiler plot that thickens faster 
than wet cement. It allowed him to explore gender roles and relation- 
ships—what he calls “the idea of marriage as an extension of narcissistic 
seduction” (whatever that might mean)—and to arch an eyebrow at our 
24-hour media culture, where murdered young women such as Laci 
Peterson and murderous young women such as Jodi Arias have become 
a profitable commodity on broadcast news. If tabloid TV confirms one 
central narrative in American lives, it’s that homicide begins at home. 
“T liken it to a National Lampoon record that was put out in the mid-’70s 
called That’s Not Funny, That’s Sick,’ Fincher says. “That’s the tone! You 
have to kind of be going, ‘It isn’t funny—but it is,” 


TWO YEARS AGO, Reese Witherspoon optioned the film rights to Gone 
Girl with the plan, she says, to play the role of Amy herself. But when 
Fincher expressed interest in helming the movie, he also expressed his 
uninterest in her doing that. The director—who has historically cast 
relative unknowns like Kristen Stewart (Panic Room) and Rooney 
Mara (The Girl With the Dragon Tattoo) in career-making roles— 
prefers to do things on his own terms, with his own team. “I think it 
would be awkward to have somebody who is starring in a movie and

producing it,” he says now. With- 
erspoon says she understood. 
“He told me a vision for what the 
characters were, and it was very 
clear that I was not right for his 
vision,” she says. “But talk about 
matching a director to the mate- 
rial! I can’t imagine somebody 
who could create more tension 
and a more interesting telling of 
a marriage than Fincher could.” 
With Witherspoon still on 
board as a producer but with the 
material now entirely in his 
control, Fincher, 51, hired Flynn 
to write the screenplay, her 
first. As preparation, the two 
discussed the Stanley Kubrick 
classics Lolita and A Clockwork 
Orange as touchstones for the 
mixture of substance and sca- 
brousness they wanted to inject 
into the script. “Those films are 
extremely dark but have weird, 
surprising moments of creepy 
humor to them,” says Flynn, 48, a 
former EW writer whose 2009 
thriller, Dark Places, is also being 
adapted into a film, starring 
Charlize Theron. “Fincher and I 
talked about how much we like 
that kind of feeling where the 
audience is looking around, going, 
‘Am I supposed to laugh here?’” 
Early on, writer and director 
agreed that they were willing to 
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make changes to reformat it for film. Little, aside from major plot and 
character points, was sacrosanct. Fincher says the movie contains 
material found nowhere in Flynn’s novel, but he also dismisses the idea 
of any wholesale revision. 


BACK IN JANUARY, the director was quoted in this magazine imply- 
ing that Flynn had thrown out the controversial third act of Gone Girl 
and had “started from scratch.” Since then, he’s had to contend with 
fan outrage over that comment, and says we took his quote out of 
context. (We disagree.) So let’s clear this up now: What has been 
changed from page to screen? “Everything and nothing,” he says. 
That’s, um...not helpful. Care to elaborate? “You’re not changing the 
marrow of the creature,” he says. “You’re just changing the bone 
structure and the muscles and the skin.” Pause. “And the hair.” He 
laughs. “It’s all of its outer sheathing. But at its core, it’s exactly what 
I think Gillian always intended.”

David Fincher furrowed some fore- 
heads when he cast the How | Met 
Your Mother alum as Amy's myste- 
rious ex-boyfriend Desi Collings, 
who is simultaneously much more 
and much less than he seems.

“Neil's got this inscrutability, but you 
know there’s something going on 
inside him.

shape after shooting Gone Girl for Batman v Superman: Dawn of Justice, 
currently filming in Detroit. 

The actors are comfortable with each other, but that rapport belies 
their contentious onscreen chemistry. “We’re not dealing with pleas- 
ant people,” Pike says of both their characters. “The dread is 
overpowering.” And that vibe continued off camera. 

For a substantial part of the movie’s 100-plus-day shoot, which 
stretched from last fall in Cape Girardeau, Mo., into early 2014 in L.A., 
Affleck kept his distance from Pike. “It’s such a complicated relation- 
ship, I didn’t want to get too relaxed around Ros,” he says. “If you get 
too at ease with someone you're supposed to have this thorny relation- 
ship with, it gets harder to compose that relationship.” Not that he was 
blatantly rude to her, of course. “It wasn’t like I refused to talk to her 
or anything,” he says. “We would come, do our jobs, and go our separate 
ways.” Adding to the chilly vibe, Fincher, known for asking actors to do

up to 70 takes for a given scene, showed his usual 
meticulous attention to detail. “It was a bit like being 
in an operating theater,” Pike says. “It wasn’t a light, 
fuzzy atmosphere.” 

Fincher has proved himself masterful at casting 
actors throughout his career (see sidebar, left), and in 
hiring Affleck and Pike, he chose to play with audience 
projections, in opposite ways. Nick is a guy whose iden- 
tity becomes defined by the media—something Affleck 
knows a thing or two about. “It wasn’t something I had 
to do a lot of research for,” the actor says with a weary 
smirk. “I knew what it was like to have the tabloid world 
paying attention to me and ascribing negative motiva- 
tions to whatever I might be engaging in. I knew what it 
was to be cast in the soap opera I had no control over.” 

Amy, by contrast, is an intentional enigma, and 
Pike—who reportedly beat out Natalie Portman and 
Emily Blunt, among others, for the part—is still a 
mystery to audiences. Although she’s relatively well- 
known in her native England, the 35-year-old actress 
is not a household name here. Consequently, we pro- 
ject nothing onto her at all and have no preconceived 
ideas of what she may or may not be capable of. For 
now, Pike prefers to keep it that way. 

She’s staying schtum about her motive for under- 
taking a boxing regimen in the final months of filming, 
but says that she modeled Amy, at least in part, on 
Carolyn Bessette-Kennedy, the alluring but somehow

unknowable wife of John F.

“You never 
heard her speak,” Pike says. “You 
just see those pictures of her 
hiding her face. The way she 
moved—lI used quite a lot of that 
body language and mood. She’s 
the dream girl. That’s what Amy 
was for Nick.” 

Over the course of the film, 
audiences make startling dis- 
coveries about Amy. During 
production, that required the 
actress to drop and regain 15 
pounds repeatedly. “She had to 
lose and gain that weight three 
times,” says Fincher. “She’d be 
down working with a trainer eight 
hours a day, or she’d be at, like, the 
Haagen-Dazs store.” He laughs. 
“T'm kidding. She would never do 
that. But it was a big deal.” 


THE MOVIE ITSELF is a big deal 
too, with the potential to be that 
rarest of Hollywood entities: a 
critically acclaimed blockbuster. 
It’s no wonder that Affleck, com- 
ing off his Best Picture Oscar 
win for Argo, was willing to put 
his directing career on hold and 
postpone his planned adaptation 
of Dennis Lehane’s Live by Night. 
He says he really just wanted a 
master class in directing from 
Fincher, but there was an unex- 
pected side effect.

woman, desperate to strip away the 
noise and artifice of life, set out ona

Robyn Davidson would go on to 
chronicle her emotional adventure 
in the best-selling 1980 memoir 
Tracks, forever cementing her sta- 
tus as a national treasure. Over the 
years, there have been numerous 
attempts to translate Davidson’s 
quest to film, with heavyweights 
like Julia Roberts and Nicole 
Kidman circling the project at vari- 
ous points. Almost 35 years later, 
anchored by a near-solo perfor- 
mance by Mia Wasikowska, Tracks 
has finally completed its own epic 
journey to the big screen. 

“Casting was 90 percent of this movie,” says director John Curran 
(The Painted Veil), who shot the movie in remote southern Australia over 
eight weeks in 2013. “If Mia wasn’t great in it, it was never going to work 
at all.” The film almost entirely hinges on the raw, sandblasted expanse 
of her unadorned face. The stripping down of character, both emotion- 
ally and physically, was a joy for the 24-year-old Australian actress, who 
followed her breakout role as the title heroine in Tim Burton’s 2010 hit 
Alice in Wonderland with a series of costume dramas such as Jane Eyre 
and Albert Nobbs. “I’ve played a lot of characters recently where it’s a 
period piece and I have a big puffy dress and I can’t even sit down,” she 
says. “So it was amazing to walk up and have someone pile a whole 
bunch of dirt on my face and then throw me outside.” 

Curran had definite ideas in mind for the film’s other characters. He 
cast a non-English-speaking aboriginal elder to play Davidson’s guide 
for a brief stretch of her trip, and tapped Adam Driver (Girls) as Rick 
Smolan, the National Geographic photographer hired to shoot milestones 
on her expedition. He also worked with a desert camel driver who chose 
four animals to fit the director's particular needs. “Did you 
know camels are even more specific in their personality 
than dogs?” Curran asks. (No, we didn’t.) 

Throughout the revisions of the script, the film’s finan-

FAMILIES COME in all shapes and sizes—sometimes 
even in the shape of trolls dressed in crumpled 
cardboard boxes. In this stop-motion animated film, 
based on the 2005 illustrated novel Here Be Monsters’, 
an infant boy named Eggs (Game of Thrones’ Isaac 
Hempstead Wright) is discovered by the boxtrolls, 
impish creatures who dwell below the winding 
streets of Cheesebridge. They adopt him and raise 
him as their own, and Eggs grows up never knowing 
that he’s human. As he reaches adolescence, though, 
the boxtrolls are facing a major PR problem: The 
fromage-fixated villagers believe that they kidnap 
children and steal cheese by night. The villainous 
Archibald Snatcher (Ben Kingsley) plans to exter- 
minate them, so Eggs turns to haughty heiress 
Winnie (Elle Fanning) to save his adoptive family. 
Creating that family in the first place was no 
easy feat. Laika, the animation house behind the 
Oscar-nominated Coraline and ParaNorman, used 
advanced 3-D printing technology to design each 
character’s every detail and nuanced expression.

WORKSHOP WEAR 

The filmmakers built more than 
200 puppets—Ben Kingsley’s 
Snatcher stands the tallest at 
16 inches—starting with metal 
skeletons over which they 
placed foam latex and silicone 
skin created on 3-D printers. 
Then they added custom-made 
outfits. (Even jacket buttons, 
shoes, and jewelry were hand- 
made.) “By using fine weaves, 
we could make these characters 
more believable,” says creative 
supervisor Georgina Hayns. 


SWEATING THE SMALL STUFF 
As with human actors, the 
puppets tend to sweat under 
hot studio lights. “They leach 
out an oil because [the sili- 
cone] is oil-based,” Hayns says. 
“It’s like live-action filmmak- 
ing—you have to be constantly 
on call to talc the boxes or the 
hands because they'll start to 
get a little shiny.” 


ABOUT FACE 

The plucky heroine of 2009's 
Coraline had more than 
200,000 different facial 
expressions. Five years later, 
happy-go-lucky Eggs has 
about 1.4 million—thanks to 
a mix-and-match system 
and 3-D printing that allow 
animators to swap various 
eyebrow and mouth shapes 
onto thousands of faces. 
“Each film just keeps getting 
more intricate,” says co- 
director Graham Annable. 


TINY DANCER 

Each second of footage took 
roughly four days to create, 
and it took 18 months to film 
one elaborate two-minute ball- 
room sequence featuring Eggs, 
Winnie, and dozens of dancing 
couples. “This was like The Age 
of Innocence with puppets,” 
says Annable. No wonder the 
crew consumed 3,000 dough- 
nuts during the shoot. 


SUNNY DAY 

For a more realistic look, the 
filmmakers used natural light 
on the miniature sets they built 
at a warehouse adjacent to 
Laika’s Hillsboro, Ore. studios.

The director even reshuffled the 
film’s production schedule and got the other actors to 
agree to shoot on weekends so Driver could work 
around his commitment to Lena Dunham’s HBO 
series. “I knew people were going to love Driver,”

the full portrait of him. He’s filled with love, that kid.

FANS OF THE ’80s TV series The Equalizer prob- 
ably won't even recognize Denzel Washington’s 
take on vigilante justice-seeker Robert McCall.

The 
movie version of McCall—a mysteriously agile 
home-store employee who takes it upon himself 
to rescue a young prostitute (Chloé Grace 
Moretz) from Russian mobsters—was tailored to 
suit Washington. Director Antoine Fuqua 
(Olympus Has Fallen), who first worked with 
Washington in his Oscar-winning turn as LAPD 
Det. Alonzo Harris in 2001's Training Day, knows 
the actor well.

The actor and director, now friends, share a 
boxing coach, which came in handy for the 
intensely violent hand-to-hand combat scenes. 
Washington’s McCall favors table legs and 
corkscrews over guns and knives. “He hasn’t 
missed a beat,” says Fuqua of his 59-year-old 
star. “He’s still in there training every day, going 
six or seven rounds.”

the truth is? You don’t find Bill Murray,” 
filmmaker Theodore Melfi says. “Bill 
Murray finds you.” This fateful lesson is 
one learned by many directors, though not 
all succeed in their quests to recruit the 
Ghostbusters star for their projects. 

Melfi, a longtime commercial director 
making his feature writing and directing 
debut on St. Vincent, was certain Murray 
would be perfect for the title role: a 
cantankerous old-timer in Brooklyn 
named Vincent Canatella who drinks 
too much, smokes too much, gambles 
too much, and owes too much (to both 
legitimate businesses, like his bank, and 
not-so-legitimate ones, like the shady loan shark who’s been threat- 
ening him for repayment). 

Over the course of Melfi’s bittersweet indie comedy, Vincent unexpect- 
edly softens after bonding with his new next-door neighbors, a single 
mom, Maggie (Melissa McCarthy), and particularly her 12-year-old son, 
Oliver (newcomer Jaeden Lieberher). Overwhelmed by her recent 
divorce, a move, and a new full-time job as a hospital tech, Maggie is just 
desperate enough to pay the not-exactly-reliable Vincent $11 an hour for 
Oliver’s after-school care. “She’s not making good decisions, that’s for 
sure,” McCarthy says of her character. “But what else is she supposed to 
do? She has to work, she has to keep going, she has to take care of her 
son. That’s what makes her so interesting: What’s she gonna do?” 

The linchpin to the film, Melfi knew, was finding the right actor to play 
Vincent. For a while, Jack Nicholson was interested in the role. When 
Jack backed out, Melfi went all-in trying to reach Murray, who doesn’t 
have an agent or a manager. With any luck, though, the notoriously 
elusive actor would be intrigued by the WC. Fields go-away-kid-ya- 
bother-me humor and a heartfelt backstory that could show off his 
more dramatic acting chops. 

Melfi spent months cold-calling the actor’s famous 1-800 number, 
mailing scripts to random PO boxes via Murray’s lawyer, 
and even declining one spur-of-the-moment invitation to 
meet the star in Cannes, France. Then at 8 a.m. one Sunday

“At the end of it, he goes, ‘Okay, this is WAY TO MEET 
great. We should do the movie,” Melfi says. “I say to him, BILL MURRAY” 
‘Bill, there’s only one thing, ‘What's that?’ ‘Do you think you —MELISSA McCARTHY 
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could tell someone other than me 
that this happened?’” 

He did, and word of the star’s 
commitment quickly galvanized 
the project into existence. McCar- 
thy later jumped aboard, along 
with Chris O’Dowd as a friendly 
priest at Oliver’s Catholic elemen- 
tary school, Terrence Howard as 
a debt collector, and Naomi Watts 
as Vincent’s pregnant Russian 
prostitute/girlfriend. 

Once on set, McCarthy had 
her own offbeat Murray encoun- 
ter on her first day of shooting. “I 
kept thinking, ‘Please don’t freak 
out. Please don’t say something 
dumb,’” says the actress, a life- 
long fan of Murray’s. “Then he 
stormed into the hair and make- 
up trailer, made a beeline for me, 
and was turning me, spinning 
me. Lifting an arm, putting an 
arm down. He said, ‘Well, you’re 
taller than I thought, but you’re 
still pretty short, Literally, he 
looked me over like a car. It was 
crazy and I loved it. It made all 
my nerves go away. That’s a 
great way to meet Bill Murray.” 
And she didn’t even have to ride 
around L.A. with him to do it.

“He ruffled feathers, and felt like he wasn’t 
doing his job if he wasn’t ruffling feathers.” Webb was a whistle-blower to some and 
a shoddy journalist to others, but Renner, who took on the role of an infamous serial 
killer earlier in his career, isn’t choosing a side.

CHLOE GRACE MORETZ has played an assassin (Kick- 
Ass), a sheltered high schooler with telekinetic powers 
(Carrie), and a cellist trapped between life and death (this 
month’s /f7 Stay). But a regular teenager? Not so much. “I 
was about to say Dark Shadows, but I played a werewolf 
in that one,” says Moretz, laughing. “I don’t find them 
interesting.” Yet in Laggies, the 17-year-old star portrays a 
believably eye-rolling adolescent who lives with her single 
dad (Sam Rockwell) and befriends a woman in her late 
20s fleeing her grown-up responsibilities (Keira Knight- 
ley). “It was one of the chillest sets I’ve ever been on,” she 
says. “Sometimes we filmed. Other times we were just 
talking.” Moretz loved the low-budget aesthetic of director 
Lynn Shelton (Your Sister’s Sister). She also leaped at the 
chance to work with Knightley, one of her screen idols. 
“My brother and I were always raving to her about how 
obsessed we've always been,” she says, adding that she’s 
seen Pride & Prejudice roughly “one billion times.” 

Moretz doesn’t get much downtime to watch movies 
these days. She plays a sex-trafficking victim opposite 
Denzel Washington in September’s The Equalizer and soon 
begins shooting The 5th Wave, based on Rick Yancey’s 
acclaimed young-adult novel about a 16-year-old survivor 
of a deadly alien invasion. In real life, Moretz seems to have 
the inner grit to navigate a landscape that can be scarier 
than any dystopia: Hollywood. Take, for 
example, her stance on auditioning. 
“Honestly? I’m not afraid of the compe- 
tition,” she says. “I’m willing to fight for 
anything I feel passionate about. If I 
think I’m the best girl for the job, ’m 
going to let them know it.” How does 
someone so young become so self- 
assured? “Oh, I’m only confident when 
it comes to my job,” she says with a 
laugh. “Put me in a room with a bunch 
of 15-year-olds and I don’t know how 
Tm going to act.”

IT’S A SURLY morning on the set of The Judge. A 
diner has been constructed in a building that’s usu- 
ally a quaint candle shop, and although it happens 
to overlook the craggy waterfall in Shelburne Falls, 
Mass., an unexpected summer downpour means 
that greenscreens must be placed over the windows 
so a sunnier version can be added later. Thunder 
grumbles above as water-drizzled crew members 
drone in and out of the cramped building, adjusting 
for myriad complications. 

The best-laid plans often go awry. That theme 
runs throughout The Judge, a father-and-son legal 
drama starring Robert Downey Jr. as a big-city 
criminal-defense attorney who returns to his small- 
town home for his mother’s funeral after decades of 
estrangement from his father, a stern judge played 
by Robert Duvall. Both men have dedicated their 
lives to the law, but see themselves on opposite 
sides—until the old man is accused of a deadly hit- 
and-run. Again, the best-laid plans... 

A few dozen extras playing diners look like they 
haven't seen their waitress in a very long time. Oscar- 
winning cinematographer Janusz Kaminski 
(Schindler’s List) calls for more smoke in the room to 
add atmosphere, and then less smoke. Vincent 
D’Onofrio, who plays Downey’s hostile older brother, 
lingers near the doorway, head bowed, looking 
cranky and unapproachable. So no one approaches. 
Occasionally Duvall, sitting before the camera at the 
counter, barks to no one in particular, “What the f--- 
are we doing?” 

Then Downey bounces in as if he just scratched a 
winning lottery ticket. It’s not like they were waiting for 
him—there’s still plenty of setup to go. But downtime 
becomes Downeytime as the actor, who's co-producing

THERE’S BLOOD ON the cymbals—some of it 
real—in the out-of-nowhere indie darling that 
snagged top honors at this year’s Sundance Film 
Festival. Whiplash, helmed by Damien Chazelle, 
immerses you in the gritty, full-throttle world of a 
competitive jazz band. That sounds like a joke, but 
the film, shot in 20 days, delivers genuine electric- 
ity. “I wanted the music sequences to feel like 
action scenes,” says Chazelle. “Big and intense and 
swirling and epic.” 

Miles Teller (Divergent) plays Andrew Neiman, 
a laser-focused drumming prodigy who comes 
under the tutelage of a fearsome, tyrannical con- 
ductor (J.K. Simmons) at the country’s top music 
conservatory. The student/sensei dynamic gets 
explosive—even escalating to chair hurling and 
multiple face slaps. “He’s actually slapping me— 
the first time he did it, I started laughing,” says 
Teller. “I’ve seen J.K-’s face very up close, and it’s so 
well-defined. He’s got these wrinkles and a big ol’ 
head. I was just getting lost in his eyes.” 

To film the virtuosic drum riffs, Teller—who 
played in garage bands in high school—had to train 
almost as hard as his character, to the point that 
he was actually bleeding from his hands. “I played 
Miles a version of the solo he would have to do, and 
he emailed me two words after hearing it: ‘Holy 
f---?” recalls Chazelle. But the result—a ferocious 
blur of sticks, sweat, and ruptured blisters—could 
be a star-making moment.

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L| KE MOST CHILDREN of the ’70s, Christopher 


Nolan first became enamored with the movies thanks to a certain space 
opera set a long time ago in a galaxy far, far away. But the filmmaker 
cites another sci-fi milestone as a major influence. “I saw 2001: A Space 
Odyssey when it was rereleased in England in the wake of Star Wars’ 
success and the craze for science fiction,” says Nolan, a dual citizen of 
the US. and Britain. “I was 7 years old, so I couldn’t claim to have under- 
stood the film. I just felt this extraordinary experience of being taken to 
another world. It had a larger-than-life quality.” 

Now the director who made Batman soar to arty heights and turned 
Leonardo DiCaprio into a top-spinning dream thief is launching his 
own cinematic space odyssey. As with every Nolan production, Jnter- 
stellar is shrouded in secrecy that is either alluring or irritating, 
depending on your perspective. The story is set in a near future when 
Earth can no longer produce enough food to support the population. 
Matthew McConaughey is Cooper, a widower and engineer who leaves 
his two young kids to join a group of spacefaring scientists (including 
Anne Hathaway) to travel to planets beyond the solar system in search 
of solutions, if not a new home for humankind. 

“Tt’s a thrilling interaction between grand spectacle and intimate, 
intense relationships,” says John Lithgow, who plays Cooper’s 
father-in-law. (The star-studded cast also includes Jessica Chastain, 
Wes Bentley, Casey Affleck, Michael Caine, Ellen Burstyn, and possibly 
even Matt Damon in a cameo.) “More so than many films of this genre, 
Chris found a way to make fantastic drama out of cosmic ideas and 
current human anxieties.” 

The first seeds of Interstellar were planted in 2006, when renowned 
physicist Kip Thorne tried to develop a movie that played with theoreti- 
cal astrophysics—how grooves in the fabric of space-time known as 
wormholes might be used to traverse the universe. He partnered with 
producer Lynda Obst (who'd helped bring Carl Sagan’s Contact to the 
screen) and sold a pitch to Steven Spielberg, who in turn hired screen- 
writer Jonathan Nolan (Memento) to pen a script. 

The project evolved and stalled over several years until Jonathan’s 
brother Christopher asked to take a crack at it. Christopher reworked 
the story to incorporate some sci-fi ideas he’d been nursing since he was 
a Star Wars-dreamy, 2001-gobsmacked kid. (He declines to elaborate pre- 
cisely which ideas those were, for fear of revealing spoilers.) 

During last year’s four-month shoot, Nolan continued to 
shun CGI for visceral verisimilitude and practical world

She managed to 
soldier through the scene—“I 
kept telling myself, ‘Don’t be a 
wimp, Hathaway!” she says—but 
looked green by the end. “Chris 
felt terrible, and he was blowing 
on the back of my neck to cool me 
down,” she says. “But I was proud 
I did not faint and finished the 
scene, because you never want to 
disappoint Christopher Nolan.” 
She adds: “Matthew never had a 
problem with it, of course. He was 
reciting poetry the entire time.” 

Nolan says he appreciated his 
cast’s Right Stuff commitment 
because it embodies the tone of a 
movie that resists the usual cyni- 
cism of modern sci-fi dystopias. 
“We have spirited actors playing 
spirited characters who are trying 
to make the best of a bad situation 
and doing a rather good job at it,” 
Nolan says. And so Interstellar 
boldly goes to a place where few 
sci-fi epics dare to trek: optimism.

CAPOTE DIRECTOR Bennett Miller likes to blend fact 
with fiction and find the buried truth that lies in 
between. In Foxcatcher, which debuted to raves at 
May’s Cannes Film Festival, he investigates another 
infamous murder, the bizarre 1996 shooting of 
an Olympic wrestler by blue-blooded benefactor 
John du Pont. “There’s something about it that’s 
mysterious, a story that seemed on the surface 
sensational and at times absurd and funny, but had 
avery dark undercurrent to it,” Miller says. 


Steve Carell plays against type as the eccentric 
and erratic du Pont, who turned his Pennsylvania 
horse farm into an Olympic training facility for 
champion wrestling brothers Mark and Dave 
Schultz (Channing Tatum and Mark Ruffalo). To 
help locate a character far from his deadpan Office 
boss, Carell wore a prosthetic nose. “Just the 
reflection of what you see in other people and how 
they respond to you, I could tell that I was off- 
putting,” he says. “It was a little creepy.” 

Miller, who memorably cast Jonah Hill in 
Moneyball, saw an advantage in playing with Carell’s 
public persona.

approaches the pulpit of Atlanta’s 145-year-old 
Wheat Street Baptist Church. It’s a steamy 
June night, and 500 extras—including U.S. 
Rep. John Lewis, a key architect of the civil 
rights movement—eagerly await the British- 
born actor’s first attempt to preach as Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. But just as director 
Ava DuVernay puts on her headphones and 
does a last sound check, a freak lightning 
storm threatens the safety of the crew and 
forces the production to shut down. 

Delays are nothing new in the long saga of bringing MLK'’s life to the big 
screen. Despite the success of Hollywood movies focused on African- 
American figures Malcolm X, Ray Charles, and, most recently, Jackie 
Robinson and James Brown, it took the work of a relatively unknown 
female director, a British actor, and Oprah Winfrey to make an MLK 
biopic finally happen. Selma chronicles the Nobel Prize-winning civil rights 
leader during three intense months in 1965, from the “Bloody Sunday” 
assault on protesters to the historic march through Alabama that led to 
the passage of the Voting Rights Act. The film will have an Academy run 
in December before rolling out nationwide by MLK weekend in January, 
just in time for the 50th anniversary of the events it depicts. 

“My vision was surrounding King with the band of brothers and 
sisters that got him to where he was,” says DuVernay, who won the Best 
Director prize at the 2012 Sundance Film Festival for her second feature, 
Middle of Nowhere, starring Oyelowo. “You see King’s vulnerability, you 
see when he gets angry, you see the complexity. But part of the complex- 
ity is he didn’t do it alone. This is a film that shows a black community 
that activated a nation to come together behind what was right.” 

British screenwriter Paul Webb wrote the first draft of Selma back 
in 2007, centering on King’s contentious relationship with President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. (DuVernay shifted the focus to a more intimate 
look at the hero, including his complicated relationship with his wife, 
Coretta, played by The Purge: Anarchy’s Carmen Ejogo.) Directors 
as varied as Paul Haggis, Spike Lee, and Stephen Frears circled the 
project. Lee Daniels signed on to direct in 2010, casting Oyelowo in 
the lead after hiring the actor for The Paperboy. . 

For his part, Oyelowo says he was undaunted by the chal- 
lenge of playing one of the most famous men in history. “It’s 
never felt like a movie,” he says. “It’s always felt like an appoint-

She 
runs up clapping, headphones still 
on, a huge smile across her face. 
The cast, crew, and extras stand 
to applaud Oyelowo. 

Later that night, Oyelowo, as 
King, recites a eulogy for slain 
activist Jimmie Lee Jackson

“EVEN DRAGONS have their endings,” observes Bilbo 
ina late chapter of J.R.R. Tolkien’s The Hobbit. Peter 
Jackson’s big-screen adaptation of Tolkien’s 320- 
page tale was itself a bit of a dragon: three films, 
nearly two decades from conception, and more than 
a half-billion dollars in the making. And now it is 
coming to a close with The Hobbit: The Battle of the 
Five Armies. “I’ve been doing this for a long while, 
but there’s no time for nostalgia yet,” says Jackson. 
“We've still got a lot of work to do.” 

Jackson and his special-effects crew at Weta are 
burning the midnight oil to finish the final install- 
ment, easily the most ambitious of the trilogy. “The 
very end of The Hobbit is a very different piece of 
storytelling from the front of The Hobbit,” says 
co-writer and co-producer Philippa Boyens. “It’s 
much grander and historical in scope.” 

And while the trilogy’s own dragon—the fear- 
some, avaricious Smaug (voiced by Benedict 
Cumberbatch)—will indeed meet his end, that’s 
only the beginning of the enormous, CGI-testing 
battle of the title. Jackson insists that he won’t lose 
his heroes’ personal journey amid the bombast. 
“We definitely have big emotional moments in this,” 
he says. “So hopefully we’ll get you crying again 
with this one.” —KEITH STASKIEWICZ

Despite rumors that the film might present 
a watered-down, Disneyfied version of the 
musical, Marshall promises, “We’ve been 
incredibly faithful to the original.” The movie 
will introduce flashbacks for certain char- 
acters, but the filmmakers won’t be adding an 
Oscar-eligible original song. (Sondheim 
did pen a new number for Meryl Streep’s 
iniquitous Witch that didn’t make the film’s 
final cut.) But when it comes to fan-favorite 
moments, Marshall says “it’s all there”— 
including the pervy come-ons of the big bad 
Wolf (Johnny Depp) and a steamy tryst 
between the Baker’s Wife (Emily Blunt) and 
Cinderella’s Prince (Chris Pine). 

Both Blunt and Pine surprised Marshall with 
their singing chops, but the director expects 
audiences will really buzz about Streep’s vocal 
performance. “I don’t think people will be 
remotely ready to hear her sing this material,” 
he says. “The power from her is off the charts.” 
Enough power, hopefully, to make Mamma Mia! 
feel like a distant wish. —MARC SNETIKER

THE STAR OF bubbly hits Legally Blonde and Sweet Home 
Alabama doesn’t seem like the obvious choice to play 
a grieving, heroin-shooting, sexually promiscuous 
woman who treks 1,000-plus miles by herself across the 
American Northwest. But Reese Witherspoon was 
captivated by Cheryl Strayed’s 2012 memoir, Wild, 
which details the author’s grueling, transformative hike 
on the Pacific Crest Trail after the death of her mother. 
“Tread it in a day and I was floored—it was a completely 
raw, emotional book,” says Witherspoon, 38, who 
immediately set out to bring the story to the screen. 
“T called [Strayed] right afterward. I said to her, ‘I will 
get this movie made and I will do everything to protect 
the integrity of this story because it deserves as much 
and you deserve as much.” 

Witherspoon optioned Strayed’s book with her own 
money and developed the project independently of any 
major studio through her newly created production 
company, Pacific Standard. “There’s nothing wrong 
with the studio system,” says the actress, an Oscar 
winner for playing June Carter Cash in 2005’s Walk the 
Line. “I just didn’t wanna get notes like ‘We don’t want 
Reese to do drugs’—things that would fundamentally 
change the molecular structure of the piece.” 

Working from a script by novelist Nick 
Hornby, author of High Fidelity and About a 
Boy, director Jean-Marc Vallée kept produc-

nothing prepares you for carrying a 40-pound back- 
pack up and down mountains and snow.” 

Vallée, who directed Matthew McConaughey to a 
Best Actor Oscar for last year’s Dallas Buyers Club, 
admired Witherspoon’s similar go-for-broke perfor- 
mance. “Little Reese got out of her comfort zone,” he 
says. And that, it turns out, was exactly what the 
actress needed after a string of recent major-studio 
misfires such as Water for Elephants and This Means 
War. “Iwas a little directionless for a few years, to be 
totally honest,” she says. “I can see it. As an artist 
you kind of fade in and out of inspiration.” 

She’s begun taking a more active role in develop- 
ing her own projects, including Wild and October’s 
Gone Girl (on which she’s serving as a producer, not 
an actress). And she has a better feeling about her 
other two acting gigs this fall, October’s The Blind 
Side-like drama The Good Lie and Paul Thomas 
Anderson’s December crime drama Inherent Vice. 
“The material showed up at the right time,” she says. 

Her Wild role may have also led the actress, previ- 
ously known for being rather prim, to tap into her 
rowdier side. In May, she became a viral sensation 
courtesy of leaked videos that showed her partying 
at the Met Gala in New York City and singing on 
stage with Kenny Chesney at a New Orleans charity 
event. “I have to say, I am a lot of fun to hang out 
with,” says Witherspoon, laughing. “People go, 
‘You’re really fun!’ And I’m like, ‘Was I not fun 
before?’ I like to have fun and I enjoy it, man. I would 
wanna sit next to me at an awards show!” Given the 
Oscar buzz that Wild is generating, we suspect she 
may have a pretty good seat next year.

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“HE’S ONE OF the most fascinating characters I’ve ever stud- 
ied,” says Christian Bale of Moses, the Old Testament prophet 
he plays in Exodus: Gods and Kings.

TWENTY YEARS AFTER his beloved biopic Ed Wood, 
director Tim Burton reteams with screenwriters 
Scott Alexander and Larry Karaszewski for 
another study of oddball art. Big Eyes takes its 
name from the famed 1960s paintings of dour 
children with serious dilation issues, which made 
kitsch darlings out of husband-and-wife team 
Walter and Margaret Keane (played by two-time 
Oscar winner Christoph Waltz and five-time nomi- 
nee Amy Adams). “They struck some chord in the 
suburban environment where I grew up—in every 
dentist’s office and store and house were these 
weird, sad, Big Brother things,” says Burton.

FOLLOWING THE OSCAR nods and “Is it really about 
Scientology?” innuendo that greeted his 2012 film The 
Master, writer-director Paul Thomas Anderson takes 
a left turn into ’70s noir—and a cloud of marijuana 
smoke—with his psychedelic crime romp Inherent 
Vice. Adapted from Thomas Pynchon’s gonzo 2009 
novel, Vice stars Joaquin Phoenix as Larry “Doc” 
Sportello, a shambling SoCal PI investigating the dis- 
appearance of his ex-girlfriend’s wealthy boyfriend. 
Along the way, he uncovers a pileup of conspiracies 
and faked deaths, heroin cartels and pimps. The cast 
includes Josh Brolin as a hippie-hating L.A. cop, Owen 
Wilson as a surf-band saxophonist, and Reese Wither- 
spoon as a deputy DA and Doc’s part-time squeeze. 

Anderson drew inspiration from a certain hard- 
boiled Raymond Chandler classic as well as the stoner 
stalwarts behind Up in Smoke. “Paul said it has ele- 
ments of The Long Goodbye and Cheech & Chong,” says 
Katherine Waterston, the newcomer (and daughter of 
Law & Order’s Sam Waterston) who plays the femme 
fatale. “It’s hard to explain tonally.” (Maybe The Bong 
Goodbye?) And in a film that swings between suspense 
and absurdity, prepare for a hit of magic realism. “A 
piece of fruit plays a major role. It’s frozen. And it’s my 
friend,” teases Brolin.

BOUT HALFWAY THROUGH Love Is 
Strange, George (Alfred Molina) is 
greeted at the door by his husband, Ben 
(John Lithgow), and softly weeps on his 
shoulder. No explanation is given for his 
crying, but the moment is touching 
because by that point in this miracu- 
lously observant love story, we understand how well these 
two know each other—and how just the sight of the other’s 
face can trigger an emotional wellspring. It’s that secret 
language that exists between two people who’ve been 
together longer than they’ve been apart. 

As the movie opens, George and Ben have finally tied the 
knot after 39 years as a couple, but with consequences. 
George is let go from his job as a music teacher at a Catholic 


avd ONOAL 
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school for violating the moral code (i.e., marry- 
ing a man), and he and Ben are forced to sell 
their Manhattan apartment and bunk with 
separate friends before they can reunite. But 
“when you live with people,” Ben laments, “you 
know them better than you care to.” 

Love Is Strange is the fifth feature by indepen- 
dent filmmaker Ira Sachs (Forty Shades of Blue, 
Keep the Lights On), who is among the most 
perceptive and civilized of American directors. 
His beautifully intuitive script (written with 
Mauricio Zacharias) is a collection of snap- 
shots. George moves in with his party-hearty 
downstairs neighbors (Manny Perez and 
Cheyenne Jackson), a gay cop couple dubbed 
“the policewomen.” Ben, an artist who at 71 
realizes that his paintings might never gain 
the acclaim he’s hoped for, shacks up with his 
nephew Elliot (Darren Burrows) and Elliot’s 
novelist wife (Marisa Tomei, essaying another 
one of her complex Brooklyn dames). 

Sachs takes an impeccably balanced 
approach to the film. It’s neither an advertise- 
ment for same-sex marriage nor a scold against 
the Catholic Church. In one scene, George 
reads a letter he had sent to his students’ 
parents; his voice-over is matched to a graceful 
montage of daily life within the school as he 
says, “Life has its obstacles, but I’ve learned 
early on that they will always be lessened if 
faced with honesty.” That’s as close to sermon- 
izing as Sachs gets. His ironic title refers to all 
tough relationships, including the one that the 
characters have with New York City. In how it 
mirrors life’s joys and disappointments, and 
charges a minimum of $1,500 per month for 
the privilege, the city is as much a leading 
player here as Molina and Lithgow—both of 
whom, in their many decades as actors, have 
rarely been as beguiling or moving on screen. 

The story is elusive, with unexpected leaps 
in time comparable to Boyhood. But like Richard 
Linklater’s masterpiece, Love Is Strange is 
hardly plotless. The final act is punctuated by 
a major event, yet Sachs is too smart a director 
to dwell on it. Instead he aims away from the 
obvious and toward a poignant wordless 
denouement involving Ben’s 15-year-old great- 
nephew (the revelatory Charlie Tahan of 2010's 
Charlie St. Cloud). It’s one final nuanced decision 
in a movie loaded with them. Sachs, Molina, 
and Lithgow have given adult moviegoers a per- 
fect piece of summer counterprogramming—a 
warm, humane, resplendent romance to savor 
while our days are still long. A

I'd call writer-director Jeff Baena’s new zombie rom-com, Life After 
Beth, the best entry in the genre since 2004’s Shaun of the Dead, but 
the truth is there hasn’t been much competition. Aubrey Plaza, the 
deliriously deadpan comedian from Parks and Recreation and last 
year’s The To Do List, plays Beth Slocum, a high schooler who dies of 
a snakebite only to mysteriously rise from the grave as if nothing had 
happened. Her parents (John C. Reilly and Molly Shannon) and her 
mourning boyfriend (Dane DeHaan) are confused, but refuse to look a 
gift horse in the mouth—even if there’s something a bit off about their 
teenage Lazarus, namely her pinballing mood swings, new sweet tooth 
for smooth jazz, and decomposing flesh. The premise would make for 
a great Funny or Die video, but stretched out to feature length, it runs 
out of ideas pretty quickly. Still, Plaza is terrific. She commits so fully 
to her rabid, Romero-esque alter ego, she chews the movie up. B

In theaters and on VOD Aug. 22, the movie explores Takei’s life, 
from his time in a WWIlinternment camp to his marriage to Brad Altman to 
his resurgence as an Internet geek hero. We spoke with Takei, 77, over peanut 
butter cookies in his Manhattan apartment.

The film captures how ubiquitous you 
are—on Facebook, YouTube, and Twitter, 
and interacting with your fans in the real 
world.

The Trip to Italy

In 2011, Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon starred in The Trip, Michael 
Winterbottom’s largely improvised road movie about two comedians 
(named Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon) who accept a magazine assign- 
ment to travel around northern England’s Lake District and sample 
the region’s finer restaurants. There was little to the movie besides the 
framework of two old friends driving through postcard locales, eating, 
and talking. But as in My Dinner With Andre or the opening moments 
of Reservoir Dogs, their conversations about nothing were really about 
everything. The larkish pleasure of the film was the carbonated 
chemistry between the two professional cutups: Coogan, the acerbic, 
hilariously self-centered Alan Partridge star, and Brydon, a whip- 
smart Welsh mimic who fires off impressions of Michael Caine and 
Hugh Grant like a parrot manning a howitzer. Now Winterbottom and 
his two merry midlife muses have recycled the recipe and returned 
with seconds—this time sampling trattorias of Italy. And while this 
sequel lacks the novelty of the first course, it’s just as soulful and silly. 

Ina rented Mini Cooper convertible, the two hopscotch from Rome 
to the Amalfi Coast to Capri, twirling endless courses of pasta while 
tracing the footsteps of the poets Byron and Shelley. That may sound 
atad highbrow, but it doesn’t take long for Coogan and Brydon to bust 
out their dueling impersonations of Al Pacino and the various James 
Bonds, or wax philosophical about Alanis Morissette’s Jagged 
Little Pill. Bubbling beneath all of the riffing are the duo’s unspoken 
anxieties about their careers (Coogan is always quick to passive- 
aggressively point out that he’s a bigger star than his pal riding 
shotgun), their complicated marriages (their lack of fidelity masking 
an unwillingness to grow up), and aging (Brydon’s one-sided conver- 
sation with a plaster-cast Pompeii mummy is one of the film’s most 
touching moments). At its heart, The Trip to Italy is more than just 
a travelogue about food. It’s about friendship and the appetite for 
experience we all share.

It’s 
a shockingly wafer-thin premise to 
begin with, and the fact that Weiner 
makes virtually every one of his char- 
acters unlikable makes this comedy 
even more confounding. The film is

Granted, Don Draper hasn’t always 
been the warmest of protagonists 
either, but Weiner at least made him 
fascinating despite his flaws.

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The Golden Age 
Of Historical 
Dramas 


Critic Jeff Jensen toasts the recent 
bounty of top-shelf period pieces 
but wonders if there’s such a thing 
as too much “prestige” 


ODAY’S TELEVISION is stuck in the 
past—and the result has been thrilling. 
Masters of Sex, Showtime’s ’50s-set series 
about that most timeless and taboo of 
subjects (i.e., humping), has matured into a 
cream-of-the-crop pleasure in its second 
season. Manhattan, WGN America’s WWII- 
era saga about the eggheads who toiled secretly to build 
the atom bomb, is a radiant surprise. And The Knick, 
Cinemax’s turn-of-the-century St. Elsewhere, gives us one 
of 2014’s best performances: director Steven Soderbergh’s 
inspired storytelling. This is to say nothing of Outlander, 
Halt and Catch Fire, and Turn, and if you want to be 
comprehensive about it, the latest seasons of Hell 
on Wheels, The Americans, Call the Midwife, Boardwalk 
Empire, Downton Abbey, and, of course, Mad Men. This is 
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the Golden Age of Historical Dramas. But how 
long should it last? 

It’s easy to be cynical about the current rash 
of retro. “Period” has long connoted “prestige” 
in Hollywood, and in today’s T'V biz “prestige” 
is a valuable sensibility. Even if it doesn’t pro- 
duce huge hits, it can build network brands and 
clout by generating critical buzz and Emmy 
nods. AMC and Mad Men set the example; 
scrappy upstart WGN America and outliers 
like Cinemax are following it. Auteur show- 
runner? Check. Crypto-moral protagonist 
played by charismatic thesp? Check. Blood 
and boobs? Check and double check. 

Tm not complaining, though. Cold, calculating 
ambition is the crude that fuels achievement— 
a point, ironically, that period dramas such as 
The Knick and Halt and Catch Fire hit hard and 
often. Once, TV was averse to period pieces 
because believable evocations of the past were 
cost-prohibitive. Not so anymore, thanks to 
computer-generated effects, go-for-broke risk- 
taking, and verisimilitude demanded by the film 
directors TV desperately wants to lure. The 
results—like Manhattan’s re-creation of Los 
Alamos—are striking, transporting worlds. 

History can be a friend to artistry. Michael 
Sheen, Clive Owen, and Lee Pace are skilled 
actors, and even better when they can pull from 
real life to inform their characterizations. And in 
the hands of talented writers, the past can reso- 
nate as cultural origin stories (see: Manhattan, 
the big bang of Superpower America) or as 
allegories about the present (see: The Knick, with 
its dual emphases on technological and social 
progress, and the relationship between the two), 
albeit from a partisan or personal perspective. 

But as engaged as I’ve been by recent period 
dramas, some propagate tropes that deserve to 
be things of the past. I appreciate the provoca- 
tions of so much early-21st-century prestige 
TV—the demythologizing and remythologizing 
of the American Century, the critique of the 
Great Man narrative—but enough with the 
so-called antihero archetypes. What was once 
potent has become flaccid and joyless. Did our 
entry point into The Knick’s Gilded Age New 
York—Owen’s drug-smacked whoremongering 
angry-at-God racist—really have to be a com- 
pendium of cable-T'V male clichés? He couldn’t 
have been just a few of those things—or some- 
thing new altogether? Historical dramas are 
more willing to deal with issues of class, race, 
and gender than their contemporary counter- 
parts. Nonetheless, they often give us more of

This heartbreaking development was “true to 
the period”—and totally predictable. 

My admiration for (and ambivalence about) 
historical dramas makes me want more and bet- 
ter from the genre. But it also makes me appreci- 
ate contemporary dramas such as Orange Is the 
New Black even more—shows that grapple with 
the complexities of human nature without hid- 
ing behind the metaphors of mutant monsters, 
supernatural catastrophes, or the analogous 
woes of yesteryear. Great drama should be 
found in any time, past, present, and beyond.

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EMINEM & RIHANNA | 


The Monster Tour 


What happens when two of music’s most unpredictable 
superstars share the stage? On the scene at a Monster 
opening night in California. By Darren Franict 


MINEM and Rihanna: 
Why? He’s the reedy- 
voiced rapper from 
Detroit who defined 
MTV when the chan- 
nel’s current demo was 
in diapers. She’s the 
smoky-toned singer from Barbados 
who defines the modern musical 
landscape of free-form hip-hop that 
sounds like dance pop, or whatever 
the hell “Diamonds” is. He’s a con- 
fessional storyteller. She’s a tantaliz- 
ing enigma. Sure, they’ve partnered 
on a few songs—most famously the 
2010 smash “Love the Way You Lie,” 
a track that helped crystallize 
Eminem’s older-wiser-louder circa- 
2010s persona. But on the opening 
night of the duo’s joint-headlining 
Monster tour at Pasadena’s Rose 
Bowl Stadium, there was still that 
central question: Why these two 
together, right now? The ultimate 
answer, frustrating and thrilling: 
Why not? 

The stars opened with their 2012 
duet “Numb” and shared the stage 
for collaborations both expected 
(“Love the Way You Lie”) and less so 
(B.0.B’s “Airplanes”). There’s a thrill- 


ing dissonance to seeing the pair of 
them in the same space: her, all wry 
grins and seductive body rolls in 
comfy-looking harem pants; him, 
all perpetual grimaces and live- 
wire apoplexy in a punkish hoodie/ 
baseball-cap combo. 

It’s too bad they’re not together for 
long. After a high-energy opening, 
Eminem ceded the stage to a fast- 
paced nothing-but-hits Rihanna 
concert, with the singer racing 
through 17 songs in a little over an 
hour. She is a commanding presence 
on stage—there’s a catatonic cha- 
risma to the way she occasionally 
puts little or even negative effort into 
singing into the microphone. But 
somewhere between “What’s My 
Name?” and “Umbrella,” it started to 
feel as if the audience were singing 
half the songs for her—it was like 
watching a ridiculously confident 
karaoke singer lead the world’s 
largest Rihanna sing-along. 

As an entertainer, Eminem is both 
more propulsive and more needy, and 
the show took on a looser vibe when 
he took over after the “Love the Way 
You Lie” handoff. Flanked by hype 
man Mr. Porter, he thanked the crowd 
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ULTIMATE ANSWER, 
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for “making me feel at home” before 
launching into a set that included 
recent songs (meh), deep cuts (cool!), 
and finally, a medley of golden-era 
Slim Shady classics (incredible). 
Rihanna gamely played the role of 
Dido on “Stan,” a thrillingly bleak 
Hall of Fame Em track that got mega- 
phoned into a genuine banger for the 


arena crowd. Then she kicked off the 
show’s final act with a slow acoustic 
rendition of “We Found Love” before 
quickly segueing into an EDM-on- 
steroids version. 

At one point, it all began to get a 
bit rambly; the night’s grand-finale 
encore, the tour-titling 2013 hit “The 
Monster,” came off as very energetic

of mine. We had been listening 
to loads of French yé-yé pop and 
the Flying Lizards and Bow 
Wow Wow, and we were saying 
how all those songs have dumb, 
hooky, shouty choruses. They’re 
all sort of childlike. So we 
wanted to make a song like that. 
Did it feel like a hit right away? 
If I knew, I’d become like a fac- 
tory and wouldn’t enjoy what I 
do anymore. Everyone in the 
studio will be like, “This is a hit!” 
But no one f---ing knows. 

What do the VMAs [airing 
Aug. 24 on MTV] mean to you? 
To be honest, I didn’t have MTV 
growing up.

Who would 
you want to win if you don’t? 
Sam Smith, definitely. We’re 
actually from the same town. He 
went to school literally up the 
road from my school. He’s such 
a talented singer and musician, 
and one of the nicest and realest 
people in this industry. 

What can you tell us about 
your upcoming album? 

I’ve been working with Rostam 
[Batmanglij] from Vampire 
Weekend, Rivers Cuomo from 
Weezer, Stargate, Benny 
Blanco.... But it all started off 
with me and Patrik in Sweden. 
We kept getting asked to repli- 
cate “I Love It,” and we felt 
stuck. People just wanted a for- 
mula that worked. So I went to 
Stockholm, turned my phone 
off, and made some angry music. 
That kind of set me free. The 
record is very feminine, it’s 
raw—I see it as being like the 
color red when I listen to it.

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THE MAN BORN Malcolm John “Mac” Rebennack Jr. in 1940 
in New Orleans began his show-business career as the baby 
on the Ivory soap packaging.

Over the 
years, the good Doctor has performed at both a Super Bowl 
and a presidential inauguration and has been inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame. But his most lasting legacy 
may be as a Rosetta stone for the homebred music of New 
Orleans, the city that holds his heart and soul.

OMETIMES THE BEST writing is the 
simplest. That’s easy to forget at a time 
when buzzy debut novels rely on whiplash 
plot twists, structural acrobatics, or other 
gimmicks that say, “This isn’t just a 
book—it’s art.” Somehow it’s all the more 
satisfying that Matthew Thomas’ abso- 
lutely devastating debut is a very traditional novel written 
with minimal flair. 

Born in Queens in 1941, Thomas’ main character, Eileen 
Tumulty, plays caretaker to her alcoholic mother and father 
from an early age. As the daughter of Irish immigrants, she 
works hard to create a better life for herself than the ones 
her working-class parents led. She does well in school, gets 
ajob as anurse, marries an ambitious young scientist, gives 
birth to a son, moves to a middle-class neighborhood she 
can’t quite afford, and struggles to keep up appearances 
when her family starts to fall apart, financially and psycho- 
logically. As Thomas follows her through six decades, 
Kileen emerges as a richly observed character, a fascinating 
case study whose path shows how immigration, suburban- 
ization, and upward mobility changed many American 
families after World War II. This isn’t just Eileen’s story. 
It’s the story of the so-called Silent Generation. 

It’s also a gripping family saga, maybe the best I’ve read 
since The Corrections. The storytelling is straightforward, 
and the writing is lovely.

Parents and 
teachers are seeing their 
value as a reluctant-reader 
tool. “Author” is a new 
word I hear when people 
are describing me, and 
I think it’s wonderful. I’m 
a graphic novelist, cartoon- 
ist, and author—it makes 
a difference. 

You're not afraid to get into 
some real issues in your 
books. Has that gotten you 
in trouble? 

Because my books are 
bright and cartoony, little 
kids pick them up. I guess 
5-year-olds aren’t ready for 
a discussion about puberty 
or spin the bottle. [Laughs] 
Some kids freak out 
because the dental depic- 
tion in Smile is a little 
graphic, but there are also 
a lot of boys who like it 
because it’s a little gross. 
Comic books have long 

been seen as a boy thing. 
Are women still being 
underserved? 

There are more girls who 
love reading comics than 
ever, but there can always 
be more. Faith Erin Hicks 
is writing fantastic YA 
graphic novels, and so is 
Hope Larson.

Eighteen-year-old Nella Oortman 
arrives on her new husband’s 
doorstep in 1686 with a small 
trunk, a birdcage for her pet 
parakeet, and almost no clear 
idea of who she’s just married— 
except that he is twice her age 
and one of the richest men in Amsterdam. But 
she believes that becoming Mrs. Johannes 
Brandt is the best chance a girl like her, with 
brains and good breeding but no fortune, has 
to escape a dull life as a country farmer’s wife. 
Instead, she learns that the city is its own 
kind of gilded birdcage: a pious, rule-bound 
place that “guard[s] the comfort of its money 
with dull obedience.” And Johannes, it turns 
out, is an interesting man who is not very 
interested in her. He hardly notices Nella, leav- 
ing her to the company of his imperious sister 


and servants; his only 
concession to his 
bored, lonely bride is 
the gift of a beautiful 
scale model of her 
new home. It’s her 
quest to furnish it that 
leads her to a mysteri- 
ous artisan whose 
tiny, exquisite objects 
start to reflect—and 
possibly predict—the 
goings-on of her odd, 
secretive household. 
The Miniaturist is 
one of the year’s most 
hyped novels, and 
it’s easy to see why. 
Burton conjures every 
scent and crackle of 
Nella’s world—even if her heroine sometimes 
feels like a very 21st-century avatar of 17th- 
century feminism, and the elements of magical 
realism never quite manifest. If anything, the 
book’s magic is in its realism, not beyond it. A-
